IS THE PHONOGRAPH A SUCCESS ? 
For the past two or three weeks E Jihou's 
phonograph ha* been on exhibition in Mil­ 
waukee aud Chicago, and us a matter of 
course, ha* attracted w adi interest and 
hundred-1 h ave unproved the opportunity 
oi In firing the machine speak. Whether 
the « v bi bit ion or ihi* wonderful fulfilment 
ha* proved sucotvsiul—that is whether it 
did a1! that has been elal mid for it, i?d >ubt- 
ful. Some of the Chicago papers published 
some 
very 
unpleasant 
things 
about 
the phonograph on exhibition 
in that 
city. They charged that it could not and 
did not do what it was advertised to do. It 
is said the speaking of tho instrument was 
very in distinct; that it* productions were 
nothing but a jumble of souuds,which coaid 
not be understood by 
any one who 
did not hear the person speak in the phono* 
graph , that the voice of the Instrument 
was very weak, and could not be heard 
only by attentive listening; and that it 
did not reproduce the identical voice oi 
person who spoke in the instrument. 
For 
these 
reasons, many were dis­ 
appointed and pi enounced Ult- phonograph 
a failure. The one on exhibition in Mil­ 
waukee was visited by persons from Janes­ 
ville, and they Uh), failed to realize their 
expectations. The speaking ol the won­ 
derful little machine was very low in tone, 
and its articulation very Imperfect, so that 
it was almost impossible to undent md its 
utterances. 
The phonograph has been regarded as 
the most ream table invention of modern 
times, a talking wonder, aud the miracle oj 
the nineteenth century. Among the capa­ 
bilities claimed lot it, is that to reproduce 
in a perfect manner, every sound thrown 
into the instrument—a person’s voice, the 
words he utters, the song he sings, the 
laugh, the whistle, the cry—so that a re­ 
production ol these is not only plain, but a 
person'a identical voice is given, and of 
course can be easily recognized. The tests 
in tile West have produced dillerent re­ 
sults from those in the Kist. In the West, 
many are regarding the phonograph a 
failure in many respects, while in the East 
it 
is

suc­ 
cess. 
Last 
Thursday, 
Professor 
Edison exhibited his machine at Mount 
Vincent, near New York, and with extra­ 
ordinary satisfaction to those who were 
present. Ile put hi* mouth to the instru­ 
ment aud imitated the crowing of a rooster, 
the barking of a dog, the cry ol a peacock, 
the peculiar enunciation of the darkey, the 
squealing of a pig, aud a general medley of 
barnyard sounds. He tlieu recited passages 
from Shakespeare and from Whittier’s 
poem*, ev< ry sound which entered the in­ 
strument being reproduced with sufficient 
power lo be heard distinctly throughout the 
spacious hall. 
This performance by the 
inventor was highly appreciated and re­ 
ceived warm applause Dom the audience. 
Ills chief assistant, Mr. Batchelor, then took 
hts stand at the phonograph and entertain­ 
ed the company with a selection of humor­ 
ous versts ol the more familiar sort, reliev­ 
ing their lightness by forcing the instru­ 
ment to repeat words of such weighty 
wisdom as tl»e line, “ who steals my purse 
steals trash,’’ and oilier choice sayings Of 
{Shakespeare. 
It is possible that the phonographs ex­ 
hibited in tim West were imperfectly made 
or not properly mauagod. 
Like all other 
inventions, it will n quire time to perfect 
it, and it would indeed lie a wonder lf 
every machine now made woald work to 
perfection.

Mr. A. J. Aikcns, one of the proprietors 
of the Evening Wisconsin, has been in 
Faris for several weeks, and has written 
some interesting letters regarding the Ex­ 
position. la his lost letter, lie makes this

aud that of Paris: “Materially 
speaking, the Centennial Exhibition was 
grander, larger, more practical and useful * 
Paris Exhibition may bo characterized as 
smaller, more haauliful, artistic and ex 
pensive. I think there is but little doubt 
that most Americans will say with me that 
the Philadelphia Exhibition wa* to than 
more Instructive, useful and interesting 
than this at Par!I, yet i am glad to have 
had an opportunity to see it. I do not 
know as we shall ever have any satisfac­ 
tory verdict on this point from the public, 
because the one Is wit hid a day’s ride of 
300,000,000 of people, and can be seen for 
‘JO cents, while the former was within that 
distance of only 40,000,000 of people, and 
it cost more than twice as much to see it. 
We shall be able to judge better on the 1st 
of October, lo tho mean time I cannot 
recommend Americans who saw tho Cen­ 
tennial to sacrifice much for the sake of 
seeing the Paris Exhibition—it will not 
pay, and in many cases will disappoint."

Q uincy June 2.—This city was visited 
by a tornado at au early hour this fore­ 
noon, the wind unroofing several buildings, 
blowing down 6hadc and fruit trees, fences, 
awnings, signs, etc. Tfie storm passed by 
tho city on the Missouri side of the river, 
but returned soon after, and divided di­ 
rectly opposite this place, a portion of 
it crossing the Mississippi River, and 
sweeping through the business center of 
the city. A number of business blocks 
were unrolled on Marne, Hampshire, and 
the stocks more or less damaged. The 
ferryboat Yan Franks, large fish boats, 
and several smaller vessels were carried 
down the river, .but some of them liavo 
been recovered during the day. The tele­ 
graph lines also sulfured severely.

Mr. C hairman, Soldiers and C itizens: 
This is sacred ground. Arlington, with its 
mansion-house and lawns, its fields and 
grores, is, one is to remaio, and of the na­ 
tion’s sacred places—sacred In the memor­ 
ies of the past, sacred in the associations of 
the living, but sacred and thrice hallowed 
to-day by the gathering hosts ot martyred 
heroes who sleep beneath its sod. 
All 
the surroundings here are historic and im­ 
pressive. These heights have witnessed 
scenes and events the most startling and 
momentous. Here came early the pro­ 
moters of colonial commerce, the builder* 
of the States, the founders of empire. Here 
the Father of his Country, who had re­ 
deemed a continent, founded a city. And 
later here came a hostile force, when the 
wings of yonder Capitol were wrapped in 
llames ; when the distinguished Inmates of 
the Executive Mansion thd for safety, and 
fire leaped and cracked through its corri­ 
dors and halls 
But these edifices soon sprang again 
from their ashes, and others like them rose 
to view, proclamlng the nation’s greatness 
and growth. 
Then, here, amid the representative 
forces of a free people, ideas, principles, 
systems, and civilizations fought and strug­ 
gled. Here the giaut intellects of the na­ 
tion met and grappled ; and in this great 
arena of American statesmanship victories 
were lost and victories won, until all cul­ 
minated at last in the wild resolve and 
open blow of rebellion. 
Then Arlington 
heard the tramp of armies and felt the 
shock.of fratracidal war. 
Ga that memorable morning in May, just 
there, the lorces of the Republic first set 
foot on Virginia’s soil, and yonder, Ells­ 
worth, the idol of the West, gave up his 
young life. No sooner had the struggle 
begun than these old country roads, over 
which Washington and JelTerson were 
wont to pass and repass, became fgreat red 
thoroughfares of strife, and the capital city 
itself, intrenched withlo these circling hills 
became camp, hospital, and sepulchre for 
the living, the dying, and the dead. 
Arlington felt and still feels the awful 
change. Where to-day the ashes lie cold 
’ upon her hearthstone but yesterday there 
was the warmth and glow o! distinguished 
hospitality. Here gathered not only the 
great and good of the nation, but |thc gift­ 
ed and distinguished of the world. She 
was the home of luxury, the patron of 
learning, the sanctuary of art. 
Now her libraries have disappeared, her 
paintings and statuary are gone, her halls 
are silent and deserted, and over her door­ 
posts is written the dread inscription of the 
sepulchre ! 
Her familiar paths and forest trees are 
indeed still true to nature; but these no 
longer proclaim her the home of the living 
but the great “Green Cit? of the Dead J” 
Hither come we to-day: soldier,citizen, 
comrade, and friend! In no spirit of exul­ 
tation, nor yet with any feeling of bitter­ 
ness or hate, but wile true devotion and 
reverential love, to learn lf we can what 
more Arlington has to teach us of her les­ 
son this year; and, while it is ordained that 
the living must speak, would to God that 
with heads uncovered we mitght all stand 
silent here, while every grave that ridges 
these hillsides became a vocal tongue to­ 
day; that these “sheeted dead” might stand 
iorth to tell as for what they fought and 
for what they dljd and from Hie outer 
walls of the infinite answer back our in­ 
quiry : “ Watchman, what of the night ?”

W exford, Ireland, June 2.—The steam­ 
er Idaho, ol the Guion Line, at ruck on the 
Corrigmore rocks off Saltee Islands, last 
night, during a heavy fog, aud foundered 
soon alter. No lives were lost, all the pas­ 
sengers and crew being sent ashore in the 
steamer’s boats. The Idaho sailed from 
New York on May 21, and arrived at 
Queenstown at 12:50 Saturday afternoon, 
where she landed the mails and several 
passengers. She then proceeded on her 
way to Liverpool. During the evening a 
dense fog rose, end the steamer proceeded 
slowly up bt. George’s Channel, sound­ 
ing 
the 
fog-whistle, 
and 
using 
the utmost precaution. The fog was so 
deuse that the position of the Corrigmore 
lightship could not be accurately fixed, and 
at 1:10 o’clock the Idaho struck the rock, 
and began to take in water, 
Captain 
Holmes 
instantly 
ordered 
the boats 
launched. The discipline w&9 good, aud 
the boats were found In seaworthy condi­ 
tion. The first to enter the boats was Mrs. 
Norman and her lilllo son Hulbert Nor* 
mao, this lady having no gentleman es­ 
cort. The first officer stood at the gang­ 
way, and she and the six other ladies 
passed into the boat, aller which the hus­ 
bands of the ladies already there were al­ 
lowed to join them. 
The idaho weut down within twentf- 
two minutes alter she struck. The pas­

Professor Dcnry was almost without a 
vice, at least he wa* entirely free from one 
as far as mortal eye could see. Ile was ut­ 
terly indillorent to worldly pleasures, 
though he liked a good dinner, yet if the 
least little matter was on his mind the 
spread befire him might be delightful to 
the moat capricious epicure, still it would 
receive no attention from the Professor. 
Ile Mldoni ever tasted liquor, ooly when 
he received guests at his own house, and 
ic never U9ed tobacco in any form. His 
favorite method of labor was to rise at day­ 
break, aud throwing a dressing gown or 
wrapper around Ins shc.nldcrs he would 
pass from the bedroom to his study or his 
cilice, ai the caso might be, and write, 
read and make notes as ho rea I until the 
family called him to an eight o’clock break­ 
fast. Then he would show himself, and 
the loving hand of his wife or daughter 
would adjust his collar aud cravat for tbe 
day. At niue o’clock he would bo back in 
his office «nd direct the operations cl the 
inHtitutnNi as they progressed, remaining 
there usually until between 4 and 0 o'clock 
n the afternoon anti atter all the employes 
load taken their departure. This is the 
routine in which Professor Henry has 
worked here for the last thirty years, in­ 
terrupted only by his annual summer trip 
duriog August and September along the 
coast <iu Lighthouse Hoard duty or brief in­ 
tel vals cf experimenting on physical phe­ 
nomena at im-gular intervals in the build­ 
ing. During the last sixteen years, in 
wnich your correspondent has known him 
in tho in oft intimate and confidential rela­ 
tion, Professor Henry never used a harsh 
or an unkind word to a person dead or liv­ 
ing.

Hic Seceded States’ Gold. 
The Utchmond (Virginia) Whig of the 
I Jill instant, says; “Mr. K. Raynor, Solici­ 
tor ol the United States Treasury, has 
jail written an opinion rn reference to a 
series ot euite now pending la the United 
Statue Circuit Court of this Stale allccting 
thettutu«oi the seceding States irom the 
lime of tho secession of the Southern 
Slates to the fall of the Confederate Gov­ 
ernment. One of the uueetionsj involved 
in these litigations is whether the gold coin 
on deposit in banks belonging to the State 
of Virginia al the time ol the evacuation 
ut Richmond in April, I SGO, became tbe 
property of the Federal Government by 
the intervention of the law allccting the 
rights of conquest, or whether such moneys 
continued to be the property of Virginia. 
Another question involved, aud kindred to 
that of the ownership of the gold deposit­ 
ed in Hic banks of the State and other Jc- 
p<Stories, is whether the seceding States, 
rn common with that of the Confederate 
States, was forfeited under the laws of con 
quest, to the United States Government. 
Mr. ltaynor takes the position that gold 
com in the State dcjiositories belonging to 
this commonwealth did not revert to the 
Federal 
Government by rights of con­ 
quest or any other rights, and that the in­ 
ternational law of conquest did not apply 
to the seceding States. L. L. Lewis, E*q., 
District Attorney for this district, lias 
written a long and able opinion contro­ 
verting the position taken In this matter 
by the Solicitor of the Treasury. The Ut­ 
ter has w ritten a recliner to Mr. Lewis’ re 
ply. The gold cases, in which are involved 
Hic very questions covered by Mr. Uay- 
uor's opinion, will probably conn* up lur 
trial betorn Judge Ii ugh**, in tire I uited 
States Circuit Court, about the 23*1 instant.
